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Report  of  Selectmen 


The  year  1973  is  now  history.  To  say  it  has  been  a  dif- 
ficult one  for  your  Selectmen  would  be  putting"  it  mildly.  We 
were  handed  the  largest  Town  Budget  in  the  history  of  the 
Town,  especially  the  appropriation  for  highways.  Due  to  the 
wet  Spring,  Summer  and  Fall  it  was  impossible  to  accomplish 
all  of  the  highway  work  in  the  manner  we  would  have  liked. 
However  we  did  the  best  we  could  and  the  results  you  will 
find  reflected  in  the  report  of  the  Road  Commissioner.  We 
would  be  remis  in  our  duty  if  we  did  not  give  special  recogni- 
tion to  certain  individuals  w'ho  made  substantial  financial  con- 
tributions toward  highway  improvement  of  Town  Roads.  To 
George  Heddendorf  and  Mrs.  H.  B.  O'Brien  for  their  contri- 
bution to  work  on  Sandy  River  Road  and  to  Jed  Davis  and 
David  Bacheiler  for  their  contribution  to  work  on  the  Fayette 
Ridge  Road,  on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Fayette  we  extend  our 
heartfelt  thanks. 

Our  greatest  complaints  came  right  after  the  1973  Tax 
bills  went  out  and  everyone  became  suddenly  aware  of  just 
what  a  132  mill  tax  meant.  Although  your  Selectmen  had 
no  control  over  this  we  tried  to  take  the  complaints  with  a 
smile  and  vowed  to  do  our  'best  to  make  amends  in  1974.  This 
we  have  tried  to  do  with  the  Budget  we  submitted  to  the 
Budget  meeting  and  which  we  now  submit  to  you. 

Many  laws  were  enacted  by  the  last  session  of  the  State 
Legislature  which  affect  Town  Government.  Probably  the 
most  important  one  is  that  which  requires  all  Towns  to  be 
re-valued  by  1980.  Unless  we  want  to  be  faced  with  a  terrific 
tax  in  the  late  70's  we  feel  it  would  be  wise  to  start  putting 
aside  funds  now,  especially  while  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  is 
in  effect,  to  offset  a  large  expenditure  in  the  not  too  distant 
future. 

The  following  Budget,  approved  by  the  budget  meeting, 
has  been  meticulously  pared  in  an  attempt  to  aWeviate  the 
ever  increasing  rise  in  property  taxes.  We  feel  we  have  come 
up  with  a  workable  Town  Budget,  and  yet  have  reduced  our 
appropriation  by  approximately  $23,000.00  or  45%  over  1973. 
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Coupled  with  a  reduction  in  the  School  Budget  of  $13,500.00, 
we  feel  the  tax  rate  will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $91.00  per 
thousand  —  a  reduction  of  $41.00  per  thousand  over  1973 
or  29%. 

Listed  herewith  is  a  comparison,  by  years,  of  Town  and 
School  costs  from  1967  to  proposed  1974.  We  sincerely  trust 
you  will  give  carefuil  consideration  to  this  proposed  budget.

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REPORT  of  the 
FAYETTE  PLANNING  BOARD 


Charged  with  the  responsibility  for  developing  Shoreland 
Zoning  Ordinance  (required  by  State  Law),  the  Planning 
Board  spent  many  hours  in  board  meetings  and  in  attendance 
at  local  and  regional  meetings  referring  to  this  subject.  Prog- 
ress was  necessarily  slow  during  the  initial  familiarization 
period.  Fayette's  Conservation  Commission  graciously  offered 
to  do  the  major  (and  time-consuming)  part.  Largely  through 
their  fine  efforts  and  sincere  dedication,  a  Shoreland  Zoning 
Ordinance  will  be  ready  for  presentation  this  spring. 

Much  of  the  Planning  Board's  time  has  been  spent  in 
routine  tasks  such  as:  solving  individual  problems  brought  to 
their  attention,  approving  >or  rejecting  preliminary  and  final 
plans  for  subdivisions,  meeting  with  State  officials,  a  bonding 
appeal,  attempting  to  be  included  in  the  Southern  Kennebec 
Valley  Regional  Planning  District,  etc.  However,  a  great  deal 
of  effort  has  been  expended  working  to  develop  a  Comprehen- 
sive Plan  for  Fayette.  Such  a  plan  will  reflect  the  thinking  of 
the  citizens  of  the  town  as  to  future  goals  to  be  striven  and 
planned  for  in  such  areas  as  Public  Service,  Sewage  and  Water, 
Sanitary  Landfill,  Recreation,  Land  Use,  Environmental  Pro- 
tection and  the  like. 

The  Planning  Board  would  like  to  acknowledge  with  many 
thanks  the  generous  help  and  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen,  the 
Conservation  Commission  and  many  townspeople.  We  would 
make  no  progress  without  their  efforts.

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Report  of  the  Road  Commissioner 


As  appointed  Road  Commissioner,  under  the  supervision 
of  your  selectmen,  I  would  like  to  report  on  the  progress  of 
the  roads  during  the  past  year. 

We  were  fortunate  to  raise  a  substantial  sum  for  tarring 
and  patching  roads,  because  the  tar  roads  in  town  were  in 
very  bad  condition,  due  to  insufficient  tarring  in  past  years, 
and  a  very  wet  spring  and  summer.  Many  tar  roads  were 
badly  broken-up.  We  used  672.97  tons  of  patch.  In  many 
places  it  completely  covered  the  road  and  was  applied  with 
the  grader,  an  example  being  on  Fayette  Ridge,  where  32 
tons  of  patch  were  used.  On  smaller  breaks  it  was  applied 
by  hand. 

We  used  34,915  gallons  of  tar  which  were  used  on  the 
following  roads:

On  unpaved  roads  the  town  raised  amounts  for  several 
very  bad  roads,  where  travel  was  impossible  during  spring 
and  fall  weather.  Again  in  July  it  was  voted  to  use  $6,678 
from  Revenue  Sharing  on  these  roads  in  hope  to  get  the 
residents  out  of  the  mud. 

With  these  amounts,  we  were  able  to  ditch  and  improve 
the  Castle  Road  to  enable  travel  during  the  summer  and  gravel 
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a  short  distance;  however  there  is  need  for  culverts  and  gravel 
on  the  hill  to  bring  this  road  up  to  allow  travel  during  the 
mud  season. 

On  the  Jed  Davis  Road,  the  entire  way  to  the  Davis' 
house  was  ditched  and  graveled,  with  a  donation  of  money 
from  Mr.  Davis. 

The  Everett  Reeve  Road  was  ditched  and  graveled  and 
penetrated  with  tar  as  far  as  Mr.  Reeve's  house.  We  also  had 
money  donated  by  Mr.  Reeve  to  complete  this  road. 

The  Burhoe  Road  was  ditched  and  graveled  in  the  worst 
places  but  is  in  need  of  culverts  and  more  gravel. 

On  the  Echo  Lake  Road  two  culverts  were  installed  and 
ditched  where  possible,  and  graveled  in  the  worst  spots. 

On  the  Sandy  River  Road,  the  town  was  fortunate  to 
have  enough  money  donated  by  Mrs.  O'Brien  and  George  Hed- 
dendorf  to  build  .2  of  a  mile  of  road.  The  T.R.I.  money  was 
used  on  this  road  and  with  the  money  raised  by  the  town,  the 
road  was  built  over  the  muddiest  portion.  A  small  section 
remains  to  be  built  to  insure  year  round  travel  on  that  road. 

A  short  section  of  road  was  built  on  the  Tom  Surry  Road, 
and  the  Crite's  Road  was  ditched  and  a  light  coat  of  gravel 
along  the  muddiest  portion. 

During  the  early  summer  the  Oak  Hill  Road  was  com- 
pletely washed  away,  requiring  the  building  of  a  road  there. 
To  prevent  future  washing  there,  the  road  was  ditched  and 
built  to  the  bottom  of  the  hill. 

On  Watson'is  Heights  Road  a  short  piece  was  ditched  and 
graveled  and  three  culverts  along  the  road  replaced,  also  con- 
siderable ditching  along  narrow  places  in  the  road.

The  Maine  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions 
hopes  to  fill  this  breach  by  introducing  in  the  Special  Session 
of  the  Legislature  a  Small  Grants  Program  Bill. 

Another  area  in  which  your  Conservation  Commission  has 
been  actively  engaged  is  in  the  drafting  of  a  proposed  Shore- 
line Ordinance.  This  effort  is  a  joint  venture  between  this 
Commission  and  the  Fayette  Planning  Board.  When  it  is 
finalized,  the  proposal  will  be  submitted  to  the  voters  for 
necessary  action. 

Furthermore,  the  members  of  this  Commission  are  at- 
tempting to  keep  abreast  of  what's  happening  in  the  conserva- 
tion field  throughout  the  state  by  attending  numerous  meet- 
ings and  workshops.
